School Enrollment 
To Be Reviewed 

A survey of school enroll¬ 
ment at all levels from nur¬ 
sery school through college 
will be cond'ucted in this 
area by interviewers of the 
Bureau of the Census during 
the week of October 19, ac¬ 
cording to Leonard C. Isley, 
Director of the Bureau’s re¬ 
gional office in Los Angeles. 

Local interviewing will bo 
part of a nationwide effort 
made annually to measure 
the Nation’s school and col¬ 
lege population. A similar 
survey in October 1969 show¬ 
ed total enrollment to be 
59.9 million persons — 33.8 
million in elementary school, 
14.6 million in secondary 
school, 3.3 million in kinder¬ 
garten, 860,000 in .nursery 
school, and 7.4 million in 
college. 

The survey will be made 
along with the monthly ■na¬ 
tional suvey of employment 
and unemployment for the 
Bureau of Labor Statistios of 
the U. S. Department of La¬ 
bor whieh furnishes a basic 
mea.sure of national ecenom- 
Ic health. 

Information collected in 
Census Bureau surveys can 
•be used only to (determine 
statistical totals, and facts 
abcM.it each person and fam 
ily are kept confidential by 
law.

The.se were ail additional 
duties, for they al-so had 
.spinning, weaving, sewing, 
knitting as well as the cook¬ 
ing, wa.shlng, cleaning and 
caring for their children'. 

The first thing the .settlers 
had' to do was clear the land 
for pasturage. The Indian.s 
had all they .needed; game 
in the forests; fish in tlie 
lakes, streams,: shellfish, 
.soafish and salt along the 
ocean; wild grapes, berries, 
and apples; and adequate 
soil for their corn and beans. 
Tile settlers also wanted 
their milk, butter, ohcese 
■and' eggs. Tliey watched for 
the arrival of every ship that 
would bring cows, fowl, pigs 
and sheep. 

As soon as there were 
green pastures, milk and 
butter were available. But¬ 
ter was stored and traded to 
Now London, Boston or even 
the We.st Indies. Milk went 
Into chec.ses whore almost 
every home had a churn and 
a cheese press. 

English mothers had 
taught their daughters the 
skills of cookery. The appli¬ 
cation of this basic knowl¬ 
edge to the materials at 
hand was the basis for Co¬ 
lonial cookery. 

England’s thin' pancakes, 
requiring a special pan, be¬ 
came New England’s thick 
nourishing griddle cakes, 
slapjacks a ,n d flapjacks. 
Soups became ohowders, and 
tarts of puff pastry became 
pies. Piecrust was made with 
lard and water and pan¬ 
cakes from cor.nmeal. 

Whaloships carried food 
provided for the men by 
their wives. However, many 
sea captains were excellent 
cooks and took pleasure in 
reproducing dishes they had 
tasted' on their voyages. 
'Tlieso recipes were brought 
back to their wives who ad¬ 
justed them to the foods and

Although last winter’s 
lack of rainfall reduc e d 
cloud seeding opportunities 
for the County Flood Con¬ 
trol District, the Board of 
Supervisors has appproved 
continuation of the program 
during the 1970-71 season. 

Supervisor Warren Dorn 
said the action was taken on 
recommendation of District 
Chief Engineer A. E. Bruing- 
to.n who pointed ont that 
success of the effort during 
the eight years prior to 
1969-70 justified its exten¬ 
sion for another twelve 
month period. 

The cloud seeding pro¬ 
gram does not affect the 
watersheds Involved in the 
recent disastrous fires in the 
Malihu, Hacienda Heights 
and Santa Clara River areas, 
Dorn said.

1, 4 to 1 and 20 to 1. 

Low ratio during last year 
was attributed to light in¬ 
tensity storms an dry water¬ 
sheds. 

The new o,ne year pact be¬ 
tween CFCD and North A- 
merican Weather Consul - 
tants of Santa Barbara in¬ 
cludes $28,408 for profes¬ 
sional services and ro.ntal of 
specialized equipment plus 
generator rental of $1.75 per 
hour.

Target areas for the seed¬ 
ing program are drainage 
regions above Flood Control 
Di.strict dams.

Fundamental basis for 
seeding is that, while it 
cannot produce rain where 
none woi.ild normally occur, 
it may increase the amount 
which would fall in the ab¬ 
sence of seeding, the Super¬ 
visor said. 

Determi.ning results is o.ne 
of the most difficult parts 
of the program. It requires 
detailed studies of rainfall 
patterns within a specific 
area over a period of years 
and an evaluatlo.n of 
amounts recorded duri n g 
seeded and nan - seeded 
storms. 

Purpo.se of the program is 
to increase runoff into Dis¬ 
trict reservoirs as an addi¬ 
tional source for the agen¬ 
cy’s water conservation acti¬ 
vities. 

Financing for a,no t h e r 
year’s operation, to become 
effective November 15, has 
been Included in the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year budget of 
the District, Dorn added.

Speaking 

The Way It Looks 

by Howard Jarvis, State Chairman,

I happen to know that much activity by the adminis¬ 
tration was devoted to secure the release of those Ameri¬ 
can hostages held by the Palestinian guerillas as a result 
of the recent airplane highjackings. 

But, all of a sudden most Americans were released, 
and as yet I have seen nothing published or broadcast 
giving credit to the President for this accomplishment. If 
our government did not affect those releases who did? It 
was done without military intervention or force. One would 
think the networks, at least would have secured the facts 
and give the credit to those who deserved it. Do we have 
to wait for Spiro to hear the truth? 

This is the month for the property tax bills. The As¬ 
sessors over the state are supposed to get them in the mail 
about October 25. They arc due on December 10, 1970. 

I fear that many property owners are going to get 
the “shock” of their lives when they get this year’s bills. 
This years tax raise in most of California is by far the 
biggest in history. Thousands of people will have to de¬ 
prive themselves of the bare necessitis of food and cloth¬ 
ing in order to pay their taxes and keep the roof over 
their heads. 

It is tragic. Many thousands will not bo able to pay 
these taxes at all. Many families that do pay will have a 
very meagre Thanksgiving and a very poor Christmas. 
This ought to sadden us all. It does me. 

ITEM — I came to California from Utah, where I 
was born and rais(!d. I have always been proud of the 
pioneer heritage that was left to me by others, so I was 
interested to read that the Utah law prohibits the u.se of 
lewd or obscene language in public places, ie in speeches 
to the public or in public places open to all. 

It sems one Victor Gordon, described as a black mili¬ 
tant decided Utahn’s were too inhibited to utter in public 
the familiar earthy phrase that is a blunt description of 
a form of incest, so he proceeded to do so in a public 
meeting. 

Utah officials arrested Gordon who immediately filed 
a suit in the U.S. district court to have the Utah law de¬ 
clared unconstitutional. However, the three panel Federal 
Court held the Utah law constitutional. Gordon will now be 
prosecuted. 

I suppose some can make a case that in private people 
can he as obscene as they wish, but it seems clear to mo 
that those who impose obscenity upon others in public are 
violating the civil rights of those who do not wish to hear 
or see it. Utah thinks so, and I like that. 


Where Is Pasadena? 

The first report on the statewide reading testing pro¬ 
gram has tx?en issued by the State Department of Educa¬ 
tion. 

As with all books of statistics, the report must be read 
selectively and with some adjustment for other factors 
which can come only from knowledge of specific districts. 
Nevertheless it offers citizens ami taxpfiyers a major 
chance to compare school districts and see if they are 
getting their money’s worth. 

For example, the report shows Westwood Unified 
district in l.assen County, with 442 students ranked 51 
in the state on IQ ratings of 10th grade students but these 
placed second in the state on the median reading test. 
Beverly Hills, which haci the highest ranking on family 
income and on IQ for 10th graders, ranked 5th on the 
reading scores. As c-ompared to the 1st ranking of Beverly 
Hills on family income, the Westwood ranking was 462. 

The makeup of the schools also is reflected to a de¬ 
gree as the percenlage of "minority” students is shown 
and the transitory traits of students. Class sizes also are 
compared as are salaries of teachers and the ratio of 
teachers to non certificated personnel. 

The document could be one of the most useful to 
reviewing education problems, too, as it includes tax rates, 
assessed valuation per pupil and many other items often 
found only in separate reports. 

One result of the report may be to force a look at 
the effectiveness not only of teaching methods but of the 
test. It may show that some systems teach students to 
pass a specific test , but do not necessarily teach general 
reading. 

The report seems to show there is not necessarily 
a correlation between intelligence and reading tests. Ross 
Elementary in Marin County ranks first on IQ of 6th 
grades, but 10th on the reading scores. Sixth graders at 
Orinda Union Elementary In Contra Costa County scored 
8th on IQ but second on reading. 

Sixth Graders in Happy Valley Elementary in Santa 
Cruz County scored highest on reading tests but ranked 
19th on IQ. 

The report not only compares districts throughout the 
state, but in separate charts it compares schools of similar 
size and IQ rankings of students.

Any strike is a loss for the 
workers, company and com¬ 
munity involved — an act 
of waste in a society depen¬ 
dent on continuing produc¬ 
tivity. ’The stike the United 
Auto Workers called against 
General Motors Corporation 
is uniquely wasteful, for the 
company is the largest man¬ 
ufacturing corporation in the 
United States — a key com¬ 
ponent in the country’s econ¬ 
omy. 

When UAW leadership or¬ 
dered the strike, it Idled 
400.000 members of the 
union at 143 plants in the 
United States and Canada. It 
is estimated that the deci¬ 
sion of the lUnion leaders 
will cost the rank and file 
$42.5 million a week in last 
wages. The compa.ny will be 
deprived of an estimated $30 
million a day in lost produc¬ 
tion. The .strike comes at a 
time when the buying public 
is eager to purchase 1971 
a’utomobiles. 

In effect, the .strike is not 
again.st G. M. but against 
the entire American econ¬ 
omy. G.M. plants are located 
in 18 states and 69 cities. 
The financial pinch is felt 
not simply by General Mo- 
tos workers but by the em¬ 
ployes of the company’s 39,- 
000 suppliers. The impact of 
the work stoppage may be 
gauged by the fact that G.M. 
consumes more than 10 per 
cent of America’s .steel pro¬ 
duction. The nation’.s defense 
effort also is critically af¬ 
fected by the U.A.W. strike 
inasmuch as G.M. has al- 
mo.st $700 million in defense 
contracts. 

Obviously, this tremen¬ 
dous industrial activity is a 
major factor in the nation’s 
oconom.v. A prolonged shut¬ 
down of the General Motors 
operations could have grave 
('ffocts on the economic well¬ 
being of the cou.ntry. Even 
n brief stoppage provides the 
economy with a severe jolt. 

Wlhat’s most shocking 
about the strike action by 
the United Auto Workers is 
that a handful of powerful 
union leaders can halt a vi¬ 
tal part of American indus¬ 
try and' expose the country 
to a recession. 

To be sure, the UAW lead¬ 
ers will say that the mem¬ 
bership wanted the strike. 
But it is common knowledge 
that there is no meaningful 
democracy in unions.’Though 
rank and file members may 
want to stay on the job and 
continue to get their weekly 
paychecks, they dare not op¬ 
pose powerful union leaders. 
The k'aders flan’t have to 
worry about the personal 
impact of the strikes they

order, for their salaries con¬ 
tinue, while rank and file 
members have to exist on 
meager strike fund pay 
ments. 

Any way you look at it, 
the UAW strike cannot be 
justified. The nation loses. 
The workers and the com¬ 
pany lo.se. Affected commu¬ 
nities lose. It is not as 
though the company refused 
to recognize the financial 
needs of its employes. The 
last G.M. offer, which the 
union rejected, provided for 
a 15.8 per ce.nt wage in¬ 
crease and numerous fringe 
benefits. 

Something is very wrong 
with the .nation’s labor law 
if irresponsible strikes of 
Ibis sort are allowed. The 
-Strike against G.M. shows 
the menace inherent in the 
union monopoly in the Unit¬ 
ed States. No handful of la¬ 
bor leaders should have the 
power to deprive hundreds 
of thousands of Americans 
of their paychecks and cause 
widespread economic distress 
in many states and cities. 

Certainly, the first .step to¬ 
wards reform of labor legis¬ 
lation should bo a ban on 
sti-ike action applied rvation- 
wide against one company. 
Labor - managemen discus¬ 
sions should be on a plant 
by plant basis, .not along 
national lines. Union mono¬ 
polists, of course, know that 
the success of their economic 
blackmail tactics depends on 
the ability to cripple a com¬ 
pany’s operations from one 
end of the country to the
